The West Rand District Municipality lies to the west of Johannesburg, about 50 minutes from OR 
Tambo International Airport. It borders the North West Province and accessibility is easy from all 
major Gauteng centres. This region is a great base from which to explore this fascinating and 
ancient part of South Africa. The West Rand Region has a rich and diverse landscape with the lovely 
Magaliesberg Mountains forming the backdrop. Towns in the region include Krugersdorp, 
Randfontein; Westonaria and Garletonville. Each of these is in easy reach of the peaceful 
countryside well known for its warm hospitality. 

There is a wonderful selection of things to do in this area, such as game drives, hiking and mountain 
biking trails, horse-riding and visiting art galleries. Two tourist routes, the Magalies Meander and 
Crocodile Ramble, provide excellent day trips from Johannesburg and Pretoria. The area is also 
world-renowned for its rich archaeological and anthropology sites. The highlight of these is the 
Cradle of Humankind, which is home to the Sterkfontein Caves and the Maropeng Visitors" Centre, 
which has been developed in Kromdraai, an area so rich in anthropology that it has been declared 
a Unesco World Heritage Site. It is here where evidence of the ancient hominid habitation has been 
documented, stretching back over two million years. 

Another great attraction in the West Rand is the world’s deepest mining shaft, plunging to 3.6 
kilometers into the earth. Cold and uranium mining are major economic contributors in the District, 
and old mine tailings are reprocessed using modern technology. The District is focused on 
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attracting downstream mining industries like refining and beneficiation. The West Rand District 
Municipality contributes the most of all the district municipalities (excluding metropolitan 
municipalities) in Gauteng to the Province’s economy in terms of sectors. 

The West Rand District Municipality has consistently enjoyed comparative advantages in the 
following sectors: 

4 - Mining (Westonaria, Merafong City and Randfontein); 

4 - Manufacturing (Mogale City and Randfontein); and 
4 - Construction (Randfontein and Mogale City) 

In terms of the location quotient, mining appears to be the leading sector but has been 
experiencing a steady decline since 2005. Mining in Westonaria and Merafong City dominates in 
terms of sector contribution, but mining will not be sustainable in the future and thus the economy 
for Westonaria and Merafong City needs to be diversified. The area is endowed with abundant 
pockets of land with medium to high agricultural potential as well as favourable climatic 
conditions. The District also forms part of the Maize Triangle and consequently the Gauteng 
Provincial Government is reinforcing this strength by investing in the area as part of the roll-out of 
Agricultural Hubs. 

Proximity to Lanseria International Airport increases the area’s neighbouring African countries and 
international profiles, and creates a number of opportunities in terms of manufacturing, agro- 
processing and distribution. The West Rand municipal area is serviced by National, Provincial and 
Local roads. The N12 and N14 are the two National roads that cross the district in a west to north 
eastern direction. These routes generally provide good regional access between the WRDM and 
Johannesburg to the east, Pretoria to the north and the North-West Province to the north-west. 
Movement linkages are essential as they increase a region’s connectivity and access to economic 
and learning opportunities. 

The district is well serviced in terms of east-west regional linkages and these directly link the West 
Rand to the northern and central Gauteng economic powerhouses to its east and the agricultural 
and mining zones of the North West Province to its west. On the other hand, the north-south 
linkages centralise it between the Free State Province and the eastern parts of the North West 
Province such as the Bojanala Local Municipality. Taxis dominate the public transport operations 
in the District. Bus transport in the district is very limited with no subsidised commuter services, 
apart from contracted learner transport services that are provided in the predominantly rural area. 
A lot of people commute to Mogale City, Merafong City and Rand West City within the region as 
these are main towns where economic activity happens. Outside the region, the movement of 
people is mainly towards the City of Johannesburg. 

Commuter rail services operate in the West Rand and these connect the far western side of the 
region (Merafong City) with the City of Johannesburg. There are training services operating in 
Mogale City and Westonaria. The Lanseria airport node is an important development for the entire 
region and could influence the development of the K29 corridor. The K29 road serves as a regional 
corridor between Johannesburg area and Rustenburg area and also connects with the Platinum 
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Toll Road as a spatial corridor. The main developmental and commercial nodes within the West 
Rand municipal areas are in Mogale City and Randfontein. 

Merafong City is comparatively a bigger node than Westonaria, with both nodes mainly having 
mining as the anchor economic development activity. Despite the developmental limitations faced 
by the individual municipalities in varying degrees, due to among other things, prevalence of 
dolomitic conditions, the West Rand region as a whole has the potential to attract development 
towards the western part of Gauteng. 

This is a developmental opportunity emanating from the fact that the western part of Gauteng still 
has pristine development areas that could still be exploited and contribute towards the integration 
of the various municipal areas within the West Rand and also with Tshwane in the North and Gity 
of Johannesburg in the East. The main business districts and industrial areas are predominantly 
situated in Mogale Gity and Randfontein. Though Merafong Gity and Westonaria have business 
districts and industrial areas, the main anchor economic activity is mining. 

The strategic location of the WRDM in relation to the Gauteng Province creates a huge potential 
for the agriculture sector to grow and stimulate economic development in the region. The 
advantage held by farmers within the West Rand is their close proximity to the largest consumer 
market of perishable goods in South Africa (i.e. Gity of Tshwane and Gity of Johannesburg), 
coupled with the fact that the region has areas with good to excellent agricultural potential. 
Furthermore, the region possesses the potential to develop agro-processing within its borders, as 
the majority of required resources are available. Mining is still a very important economic sector in 
the West Rand, both in terms of production and employment and its influence in the economy of 
the West Rand is still to be felt for many years to come. Therefore it’s critical that the mining sector 
be used as a catalyst for developing other economic activities within the region.

THE WEST RAND REGION PROFILE 
The Birthplace of Mankind 

According to Forbes, South Africa is considered one of the “ultimate bucket list countries to visit”. 
(http://www.forbes.com/sites/larryolmsted/2013/03/18/ultimate-bucket-list-trip-south-africa/). 
Several tourists, academics, scholars and scientists visit South Africa for the sole purpose of visiting 
the Caves and the Cradle of Humankind. The West Rand, City of Human Origin in Mogale City, is 
privileged to be the home of the 2.2 million year old skull of Mrs. Pies, found at the Sterkfontein 
Caves in the Cradle of Humankind - a UNESCO World Heritage SiteMrs. Pies was first revealed in

April 1947 by Dr. Robert Broom along with students from the University of the Witwatersrand. 
While the Mrs. Pies skull was small, about the size of a chimpanzee's, it was apparent the creature 
stood upright. 'Mrs. Pies' earned her nickname from the media after Dr. Broom originally identified 
the species as a new one, Plesianthropus transvaalensis, though it was later identified as 
Australopithecus africanus. Stw 573, nicknamed “Little Foot”, is a nearly complete Australopithecus 
also found at the Sterkfontein Caves between 1994 and 1998. It is due to the structure of the 4 
ankle bones that scientists were able to dissert that the owner was able to walk upright. The 
recovery of the bones proved extremely difficult and tedious, because they are completely 
embedded in concrete-like rock. It is due to this that the recovery and excavation of the site took 
around 15 years to complete. 
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In the West Rand Region, under Mogale City’s starry sky lays the Dinaledi chamber ("chamber of 
stars") where a much more recent discovery was found. Homo Naledi, an extinct species of 
homonin was discovered in the Rising Star Cave System. As of 10 September 2015, 1550 specimens 
have been extracted from the Rising Star Cave in the Cradle of Humankind. Homo Naledi’s name 
was derived from the Sotho language, where the word “Naledi” means star. This was done to 
correspond with the cave system in which the fossils were found. 



1.2.1 Population profile 

Demographic statistics are essential for planning in both the country and its regions. Of the total 
Gauteng province’s population, about 6.3 per cent resided in the West Rand District in 2016, a 
decline of 0.6 percentage points when compared to 2010. Thus making it the least populated 
region in the province.

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Figure i shows the population pyramid for the West Rand District between 2010 and 2016. The 
figure shows a similar structure as that of the Gauteng Province and the country as whole. It 
indicates that there is a youth population bulge, which also represents most of the working age 
population of the region. It is beneficial for a region to have a majority of its population falling 
within the working age group, however, this has to be accompanied by higher levels of economic 
growth and employment. Low growth in economic activity as indicated in Figure 5, further down, 
may create socio-economic challenges such as poverty and inequality.

Table 1.2.2 shows the district populations by population group in 2017, the Black population group 
made up the largest proportion in West Rand at 660,179 persons (78.7 percent). The White 
population group was the second largest at 148,062 persons (17.7 percent) in West Rand. The 
Coloured and Asian population groups were the third and fourth largest groups in the West Rand 
at 21,152 persons (2.5 percent) and 9,201 persons (1.1 percent) respectively.

1.2.5 DEVELOPMENT INDICATORS 

Development indicators provide a tool with which regions are able to track progress on their 
developmental goals and objectives. This section provide analysis of both poverty and the Gini- 
coefficient. The poverty measure used, is the number of people living below the food poverty line, 
which is the number of those living below ZAR417 per month. The Gini co-efficient measures the 
extent to which the distribution of income among individuals or households within an economy 
deviates from a perfectly equal distribution. Thus a Gini co-efficient of 0 represents perfect 
equality, while an index of 1 implies perfect inequality.

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Figure 1.2.5 shows the number of people living below the food poverty line in the West Rand and 
its local municipalities for 2010 and 2015. The figure indicates a rising trend in all the regions 
between the two review periods. Mogale City recorded the largest numbers in both periods, which 
may indicate that poverty tends to be high in regions with higher economic activity as people 
migrate to such regions for better economic and living conditions. This migration is often 
accompanied with high unemployment and people that are unable to provide for their needs.

The Gini co-efficient indicates more or less similar trends to that of poverty. The economic hub of 
the District, Mogale City, has highest level of income inequality. With the largest share of the 
District’s population, it has the largest concentration of levels of income inequality at 0.64, 
followed by the newly merged of the Rand West City local Municipality at 0.60. 


1.2.6 DISTRICT ECONOMIC ACTIVITY 

The global economic trends continue to affect South Africa, Gauteng and its region’s outlook. The 
commodity price slump has also affected economies of commodity exporting countries including 
South Africa. The West Rand, with its economy dominated by mining & quarrying activities, is also 
affected by such global events.

Figure 1.2.6 shows growth in economic activity for the West Rand and it’s Local Municipalities from 
2010 to 2016. The figure indicates that Mogale City recorded positive growth rates from 2010 to 
2013, the Rand West City did so for 2013 and 2014 only. Economic growth remained in negative 
territory for the district and the rest of the local municipalities for most parts of the review years. 
For Merafong City, the growth rate has been negative throughout the review period.

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Table i shows the sector’s share of the region’s total economic activity for 2016. Activities in the 
West District remain dominated by the mining & quarrying at 28.6%. The sector is also more 
dominant in the Rand West City at 47.6% and Merafong City at 33.8%. In Mogale City, manufacturing 
dominates economic activity at 24.4%. To diversify economic activities in all the Gauteng regions, 
the Transformation, Modernisation and Re-industrialisation (TMR) pillars identifies sectors to 
promote economic development in each of the province’s municipalities including the West Rand. 

1.2.6 LABOUR PROFILE 

The National Development Plan (NDP) as the overarching policy document for the country as a 
whole, targets creating 11 million jobs by 2030. This however, may prove difficult to achieve as it 
was based on an average economic growth rate of 5% a year. Gauteng Province has one of the 
highest unemployment rate compared to other provinces, especially in its District Municipalities. 
This section looks at the labour profile of the West Rand District and its Local Municipalities.

Table 2 shows the proportion of those employment by sector for the West Rand and Local 
Municipalities in 2015. It is worth noting that, the sectors that dominate in economic activity, such 
as mining & quarrying and manufacturing, as indicated in table 1 above, are not the biggest 
employing sectors. Wholesale & retail trade accounted for the largest share of the employed in the 
District and the Local Municipalities.

Figure 1.1. 7 shows the unemployment for the West Rand and the Local Municipalities from 2010 to 
2015. Unemployment rate averaged 28.3% for the West Rand over the review period. The Rand 
West City had the highest average unemployment rate at 37.8%. The highest unemployment rate 
in the district may be partly as a result of low growth in economic activity due to weak mining 
sector activities.

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Notes: A formal dwelling unit is a structure built according to approved plans. Hygienic toilets were 
defined as flush toilets, chemical toilets and pit latrines with a ventilation pipe. Access to piped 
water was measured at the RDP level of piped water within the household’s dwelling, within their 
yard or within 200 metres of their dwelling. 

From 2010 to 2015, household infrastructure in the West Rand improved in three out of five 
categories, namely, formal housing, hygienic toilets and refuse removal. The share of households 
living in formal housing increased from 68.2% to 70.8%. Mogale City was the only West Rand Local 
Municipality where this decreased, from 70.6 to 69.8%. Access to hygienic toilets in the district 
rose from 85.7 to 87%. Access to refuse removal by the local authorities increased from 78.4% to 
82%. Access to piped water decreased marginally, from 90.6% to 90.4%. This was due to a decrease 
in access in Merafong City as access increased in the other two local municipalities. Access to 
electrical connections decreased from 80.3% to 78.7%. In this case, it was Mogale City and Rand 
West City where access decreased and in Merafong City where it rose.

Figure 1.2.8 shows the share of households in the West Rand municipalities with access to water at 
or above the RDP-level, from 2012 to 2016 financial year is at 94.4 percentage. The West Rand 
households had access to piped water at this level. In all of the West Rand local municipalities, the 
percentage of households with access to the service at this level fell, though the marginal in 
Westonaria with the highest percentage of 98.2. 

With the exception of Westonaria, where population growth was static, these decreases in share 
were influenced by rising populations and in-migration percentage. At 97.1 percent, for Merafong 
City was the second, which had the highest level of access in 2016. Randfontein’s 88.8 percent. 
Westonaria had the highest share of households with access, falling 98.2 percent in 2016. Mogale 
City has obtain 93.4 percent in total.

Merafong City had the highest level of access, at 89.4 percent and followed by 
Mogale City households which had access of 88.8 percentage. However, household’s access level 
is 88.0 percentage, and Rand West is 85.6 percentage. 

In 2016, Randfontein households had the highest level of access, at 88.0 percent, followed by 
Mogale City at 88.8. However, Access in Mogale City grew to 88.8 percent over the same period, 
making it the highest in 2016. At 66.0 percent, a noticeably lower level of access was recorded for 
Westonaria in 2016.

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SECTION C: 1.3 PROCESS FOLLOWED IN DEVELOPING THE IDP 


1.3.1. IDP FRAMEWORK PLAN BACKGROUND 

In terms of section 34 of the Municipal Systems Act, each district municipality must adopt a 
framework for integrated development planning in the area as a whole, and it must be agreed 
upon by both local municipalities and district municipality. The IDP framework is therefore 
developed to ensure coordination and alignment in the whole IDP process by all role players. 

WHAT IS THE FRAMEWORK PLAN? 

The function of the Framework Plan is to ensure that the process of the district IDP and local IDPs 
are mutually linked and can inform each other, ensuring co-operative governance as contained in 
section 41 of the Constitution. The Framework must: 

a) Identify the plans and planning requirements binding in terms of national and provincial 
legislation and identify those which were omitted in the past IDP process; 

b) Identify the matters to be included in the district and local IDPs that require alignment; 

c) Specify the principles to be applied and co-ordinate the approach to be adopted; 

d) Determine procedures for consultation between the district municipality and the local 
municipalities; 

e) Determine the procedures to effect amendments to the Framework Plan; 

f) Incorporate comments from the MEC and those derived from self-assessments; and 

g) Provide guidelines for the Performance Management System (PMS) and Integrated 
Development Plan (IDP) implementation and communication plans. 

Therefore the Framework Plan is a co-ordination tool for the WRDM to ensure that interrelated 
parallel planning processes within the district are coordinated to obtain maximum benefit for the 
district as a whole. 

The IDP Framework Plan comprises the following: 

4 - Elements of the IDP; 

4 - Framework programme with time frames; 

4 - Mechanisms and procedures for alignment; 

4 - Mechanisms and procedures for consultation; 

4 - Binding plans and planning requirements at Provincial and National level; and 
4 - Procedures and principles for monitoring the planning process and amendment 

LEGISLATIVE BACKGROUND 

Constitution Act 108 of 1996 - the Constitution mandates that a municipality must undertake 
developmentally-orientated planning so as to ensure that it: 

a. strives to achieve the objectives of local government set out in section 152; 

b. gives effect to its developmental duties as required by section 153; 

c. together with other organs of state contributes to the progressive realization of 
fundamental rights contained in sections 24, 25, 26, 27 and 29; 
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White Paper - “South Africa has been given a rare and historic opportunity to transform local 
government to meet the challenges of the next century”. The White Paper establishes the basis 
for a new developmental local government and characterizes it as a system, which is committed 
to working with citizens, groups and communities to create sustainable human settlements which 
provide for a decent quality of life and meet the social, economic and material needs of 
communities in a holistic way. 

To achieve developmental outcomes will require significant changes in the way local government 
works. The White Paper further puts forward three interrelated approaches which can assist 
municipalities to become more developmental: 

• Integrated development planning and budgeting; 

• Performance management; and 

• Working together with local citizens and partners. 

Municipal Systems Act 32 of 2000 - the Municipal Systems Act (32 of 2000) is the key legislation 
that gives direction and guidance on the development processes of the IDP. 

Chapter five of the act details the process as follows: 

Section 25(1) mandates that each municipal council must, upon election adopt a single, inclusive 
and strategic plan which: 

a. links, integrates and co-ordinates plans; 

b. aligns the resources and capacity with the implementation of the plan; 

Section 27 mandates the district municipality, in consultation with the local municipalities - to 
adopt a framework for integrated development planning, which shall bind both the district 
municipality and its local municipalities. On the basis of the agreed framework plan, Section 28 
mandates that each municipal council must adopt a process plan to guide the planning, drafting 
and adoption and reviewing of its integrated development plan. 

Local Government: Municipal Planning and Performance Management Regulations, 2001 - The 
regulations were issued in 200iso as to develop further guidelines and clarity in the issues of the 
IDPs, The Municipal Planning and Performance Management Regulations set out in detail 
requirements for Integrated Development Plans. 

Municipal Finance Management Act 56 of 2003 - the MFMA (56 of 2003) speaks about promotion 
of cooperative governance and makes special emphasis on alignment of the IDP and the Budget. 
This is enshrined in chapter 5 of the MFMA (Act 56 of 2003). Consequently, the West Rand District 
Municipality, in pursuit of the above legislative directives, presented the IDP framework to guide 
its process plans and consequently the IDP plans of both the district itself and the local 
municipalities within the area of its jurisdiction. 

IDP Process is undertaken in order to achieve the following: 

To inform other components of the municipal business process, including 

institutional and financial planning and budgeting; and 

To inform the cyclical intergovernmental planning and budgeting cycles. 

The IDP process will focus and be influenced by the following areas: 
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Local Government MEC"s comments; 

Improvement on the IDP/Budget Process based on the previous performance; 
Amendments on the existing documents/newly adopted policies; and 
Adjustment of powers and functions. 

As per legislative requirement, an adopted IDP is submitted to the MEC of Local Government for 
comments. These comments will be incorporated during the review process to influence the 
finalization of the process. However, it is necessary that they are received on time to allow 
municipalities’ ample time to process and put them in effect. 

In summing up the above, the outlined IDP Framework with timeframes, role players, mechanisms 
of alignment and the binding legislations, ensures that the WRDM will table the IDP and Budget on 
time. Compliance with the timeframes provided will allow enough time to table the Draft IDP and 
Budget on or before March and take it to council for approval on or before in May each financial 
year. 

The way forward is for all municipalities to prepare Process Plans in concurrence with the District 
Framework Plan and set out the following: 

• HOW the planning process will unfold per municipality; 

• WHAT actions are required; 

• WHO will be responsible for implementing these actions; 

• WHEN will the action have to be implemented; and 

• WHAT will the actions COST? 

The achievement of an aligned IDP process depends on the co-operation of all municipalities in 
order to achieve their developmental objectives in a spirit of co-operative governance. 

DEVELOPMENT RATIONALE 

Two fundamental theories influence the formulation or development of all policies adopted by all 
structures of the South African State at all levels. The first theory is that local government should 
be a developmental local government i.e. it should be an agent for development of communities 
and also the approach to service provision needs to be developmental. The second theory is that 
of understanding the space economy in the sense that different geographic spaces in any country, 
province or municipality have different social and economic potential. It further argues that 
investment should be targeted according to the varying potential. 

DEVELOPMENTAL LOCAL GOVERNMENT 

A developmental local government is best understood when defined through the developmental 
state. A prerequisite to developmental local government is a developmental state, as it never 
exists in isolation and always within the framework of a broader state. Ours is not just a 
developmental state, but a democratic developmental state. A democratic developmental state is 
not only able to transform its economic base by promoting productive, income generating 
economic activities, but must ensure that economic growth has the resultant effect of improving 
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the living conditions of the majority of its population.To position a state in such a way that it 
realises its intentions to be developmental, it needs to have clearly defined socio-economic 
objectives that require active state intervention. According to research, what sets a developmental 
state apart from others is that not only is it able to clearly set its development objectives, it also 
establishes institutional structures geared to achieve the set objectives. 

THE PROCESS OF DEVELOPING THE IDP IS DONE IN THE FOLLOWING FIVE (5) KEY PHASES: 



• Phase 1 determines the situation of municipalities, their priority issues as well as an 
indication on what the plans should be focusing on; 

• Phase 2 is where development objectives, strategies and vision based on key issues are 
formulated; 

• Phase 3 is derived from the strategies, objectives and vision to inform concrete proposals 
for projects to implement these strategies; 

• Phase 4 is to ensure that all sector plans from within and outside the municipality are 
aligned and integrated; and 

• Phase 5 is the public comments and approval of the plan. 
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SECTION D: 1.4 POWERS AND FUNCTIONS OF THE MUNICIPALITY

On 01 December 2016 the WRDM received a correspondence from the 
Gauteng Member of the Executive Committee (MEC) of Cooperative 
Governance and Traditional Affairs and Human Settlement on the re- 
restoring of functions and powers to the WRDM, which were already 
restored in 2006, as per Gazette No. 527, vol 11. However, implementation 
could not be executed at the time. 

The process is led by GOGTA, GOGTA is also busy with an assessment in terms 
of capacity on implementation of the project. 

The item is currently been discussed at the IGR Fora (Executive Mayors Forum 
and Municipal Managers Forum). 

A West Rand Region Strategic Planning Workshop was in February 2017, in 
order to take the process forward. 

The abovementioned process aligns directly with Vision 2016 in a phased out 
approach: 

Phase 1 - The Merger of Rand West City Local Municipality; 

Phase 2 - Restoration of the Function and Powers to the WRDM; and 
Phase 3 - Establishment of a metro in the West Rand Region. 


The new functions and powers of the WRDM are enlisted in the Municipal Structures Act 117 of 

1998, Section 84, as follows: 

(1) A district municipality has the following functions and powers: 

(a) Integrated development planning for the district municipality as a whole, including a 
framework for integrated development plans of all municipalities in the area of the 
district municipality. 

(b) Potable water supply systems. 

(c) Bulk supply of electricity, which includes for the purposes of such supply, the 
transmission, distribution and, where applicable, the generation of electricity. 

(d) Domestic waste-water and sewage disposal systems. 

(e) Solid waste disposal sites, in so far as it relates to- 

(i) the determination of a waste disposal strategy; 

(ii) the regulation of waste disposal; 

(iii) the establishment, operation and control of waste disposal sites, bulk waste transfer 
facilities and waste disposal facilities for more than one local municipality in the district. 

(f) Municipal roads which form an integral part of a road transport system for the area of the 
district municipality as a whole. 

(g) Regulation of passenger transport services. 

(h) Municipal airports serving the area of the district municipality as a whole. 

(i) Municipal health services. 
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(j) Firefighting services serving the area of the district municipality as a whole, which includes- 

(i) planning, co-ordination and regulation of fire services; 

(ii) specialised firefighting services such as mountain, veld and chemical fire services; 

(iii) co-ordination of the standardisation of infrastructure, vehicles, equipment and 
procedures; 

(iv) training of fire officers. 

(k) The establishment conducts and control of fresh produce markets and abattoirs serving 
the area of a major proportion of the municipalities in the district. 

(l) The establishment, conducts and control of cemeteries and crematoria serving the area 
of a major proportion of municipalities in the district. 

(m) Promotion of local tourism for the area of the district municipality. 

(n) Municipal public works relating to any of the above functions or any other functions 
assigned to the district municipality. 

(o) The receipt, allocation and, if applicable, the distribution of grants made to the district 
municipality. 

(p) The imposition and collection of taxes, levies and duties as related to the above functions 
or as may be assigned to the district municipality in terms of national legislation.

The Regional Plan is a mechanism through which all the Integrated Development Plans 
(IDPs) of constituent local municipalities of the West Rand will be aligned and be made to pull in 
the same direction. The Regional Plan provides a framework for prioritising and sequencing local 
municipalities’ programmes and development priorities for the next five years. Essentially, the 
Regional Plan seeks to ensure policy coherence, alignment and coordination across the West Rand 
Region. Council will closely monitor the implementation of the Regional Plan through the detailed 
actions, key performance indicators and targets contained in the Regional Plan. The Regional Plan 
also contains high-level impact key performance indicators for each outcome. 


Against the above context, in February 2017 the West Rand Region Strategic Planning Session was 
held with the objective of addressing gaps to alignment, to enable delivery of the Regional Plan, 
Outcomes and to obtain recommendations around the implementation of the new functions and 
powers. The Strategic Planning Session was held at the Carletonville Civic Centre with the 
Executive Mayors, MMC’s, Chief Whips, Municipal Managers, HOD’s, and Managers from the West 
Rand Constituent Municipalities and Stakeholder Representatives from CoGTA, SALCA, Provincial 
Treasury and WRDA in attendance. 


The Workshop was formally opened by the Honourable Executive Mayor, Alderman Boyce Maneli, 
from the West Rand District Municipality. He contextualised the workshop against the importance 
of the role played by Local Government and the importance of positioning the West Rand as a 
Strong Region. He stressed the importance of the Constituent Municipalities working together 
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towards a common goal and highlighted that the achievement of One Metro status should be 
something that is earned resulting from joint successes across the Region. 

The Executive Mayor launched the aspiration of the future against the concept of iR, iP,iA,iS (One- 
Region, One-Plan, One Action, One-system) which is intended to serve as one common unifying 
message which must guide the Regional Planning, Regional Commitment and Regional Delivery 
and Regional Monitoring against the Regional Plan. The Executive Mayor urged delegates to plan 
seamlessly and to be driven by one common purpose being the Regional Plan which is underpinned 
by Fourteen Outcomes. He stressed upon the need for alignment between the plans and the IDP 
and importantly that the plan should align to the political manifestos as well as National and 
Provincial priorities. He encouraged the delegates to work collectively in repositioning the West 
Rand economically underpinned by political stability and One-Plan that enables qualitative service 
delivery to the people.

The Municipal Manager in his contextualisation of the evolution of the Journey 
towards a single Municipality requested the delegates to be reflective around the 
lessons learnt from the history to enable building upon the experiences of the past. 
Outlined below is an overview of the major events 

Around 2003, the Councillors of the West Rand Municipalities started discussions 
around the creation of a single Municipality. It was a slow process and not much was 
achieved 



In 2007, a feasibility study was undertaken (Study did not include Merafong at the 
time). The feasibility study evaluated WRDM on 65 Criteria and over 6 Evaluation 
areas. 

The results of the study showed that the Region complied at an 85% level to becoming 
a single region which confirmed that the Region was not far off in terms of the criteria 
from the Municipal Demarcation Board. To drive the process a Transformation 
Committee of 30 members was established representing all Municipalities in the 
Region and Civil Society. It was deemed necessary to have sub-committees and four 
sub-committees were established, viz: Economic Development and Integrated 
Planning, Finance, Social Transformation and Corporate Governance. 


No progress was made because of challenges around lack of Management and 
Coordination, lack of administrative support, lack of resources, and lack of 
commitment, large Committees and Non- attendance of meetings. 
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2010 

In 2010, a Strategic Planning session was held in Muldersdrift with Executive Councils 
& members of all Municipalities. In that session a working document was developed. 


There were also some challenges at the time, whereby in September 2010, another 
session was held in Mogale. In this session the working document was reviewed which 
resulted in the conceptualization of the Vision 2016 Strategic Framework and approval 
by all Municipalities within the Region. 

The implementation of the Strategic Framework also had some challenges which 
resulted in minimal progress being made, because of the Local Government Elections 
of 2011, non-attendance of meetings, change in Political Leadership, minimal 
participation of Accounting Officers, lack of resources, lack of internal capabilities and 
lack of dedicated teams. 

2011 

In 2011 after the Local Government elections the 3rd Strategic Review session was held 
which was also aimed at inducting the new councilors. The session resulted in the 


reduction of Transformation Committee members from 30 to 15, proportionately 
representing all Political Parties in the Region. Accounting Officers were assigned to 
sub-committees and all Municipalities confirmed their commitment to the Project. It 
was also noted that all Political parties in the District supported the Vision of 2016 to 
create a single Municipality. 

The justification for a single Municipality was set out as follows: 

1. To support the Gauteng City Region initiatives 

2. To address partial fragmentation of West Rand and Gauteng 

3. To support improved resource management and efficiencies through 
economies of scale in the region 

4. To improve service delivery in the region 

5. To improve standardisation through integration 

Over the years leading up to 2011, there was public participation and engagement with 
the communities and the creation of a single municipality became part of the 
manifesto of the region.

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SECTION L: 1.18 ALIGNMENT WITH NATIONAL AND PROVINCIAL OBJECTIVES AND PROGRAMMES 


ALIGNMENT MATRIX OVERVIEW: 
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THE STATE OF THE NATION ADDRESS: 09 FEBRUARY 2017 

The State of the Nation Address by the President of the Republic of South Africa, Honourable Jacob 
Zuma, highlighted the following key priorities: 

• The year of 2017 has been declared, the Year of Oliver Reginald Tambo. 

• It is the year of unity in action by all South Africans as we move South Africa forward together. 

• In this 23rd year of our freedom, the governments’ mission remains the quest for a united, 
democratic, non-sexist, non-racial and prosperous South Africa. 

• Guided by the National Development Plan, to build a South Africa that must be free from 
poverty, inequality and unemployment. 

• An economic growth rate of 1.3 per cent in 2017 has been projected, following an estimated 0.5 
per cent in 2016. 

• The labour market environment is also showing signs of stability, due to cooperation by social 
partners. 

• The Government is committed to the overall Independent Power Producers Programme and is 
expanding the programme to other sources of energy; including coal and gas, in addition to 
renewable energy. 

• Government is working hard to ensure reliable bulk water supply in the various areas of the 
country to support economic growth whilst increasing access to vulnerable and rural 
municipalities. 

• On Investment promotion, Government has established InvestSA, an investment One Stop 
Shop nationally and will open provincial centres in KwaZulu-Natal, Gauteng and the Western 
Cape. 

• Tourism has been identified as a key job driver, thus the tourist arrival numbers for the period 
January to November 2016 increased to nine million, an increase of just over one million arrivals 
from 20i5.This represents a thirteen percent growth in tourist arrivals. 

• The Minister of Health has been instructed to ensure that the Health Ombudsperson’s 
recommendations are wholly and speedily implemented without any reservations. 

• The radical socio-economic transformation means fundamental change in the structure, 
systems, institutions and patterns of ownership, management and control of the economy in 
favour of all South Africans. 

• Ten percent of the top one hundred companies on the Johannesburg Stock Exchange are 
owned by black South Africans, directly-achieved principally, through the black empowerment 
codes. 

• Government is actively involved in the property sector, having provided more than four million 
houses since 1994. Government aims to address the increasing delays, backlogs in registration 
and issuing of title deeds to beneficiaries of housing projects funded by the capital subsidy. 

• Radical economic transformation is being reiterated which mean moving beyond share 
ownership schemes. 

• Mining has always been the backbone for the economy and an important foreign exchange 
earner. Government continues to work with other stakeholders to combat illegal mining to save 
lives and to prevent the trafficking of precious metals and diamonds. 

• The reopening of land claims is also still on hold because the Restitution of Land Rights 
Amendment Act, 2014 was declared invalid by the Constitutional Court. 
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• Going forward, government will continue to implement other programmes such as the 
Strengthening of Relatives Rights programme, also known as the 50-50 programme. 

• To date, an estimated amount of 2.5 billion rand was made available for the provision of 
livestock feed, water infrastructure, drilling, equipping and refurbishment of boreholes, auction 
sales and other interventions. 

• Government will continue to prioritise women’s access to economic opportunities and, in 
particular, to business financing and credit. 

• The fight against crime is an apex priority. The police will increase visible policing, building on 
the successful pattern of deployments utilised during the Safer Festive Season Campaign. 


STATE OF THE PROVINCE ADDRESS: 20 FEBRUARY 2017 

The State of the Province Address by Gauteng Premier, Honourable David Makhura, highlighted the 
following key priorities: 

• An apology statement for the tragic death of so many of our vulnerable citizens who were under 
the care of the Gauteng Department of Health, was highlighted; 

• The Minister of Health and the newly-appointed health MEC are taking swift action to 
implement all the recommendations of the Health Ombud; 

• The mid-term State of the Province Address is about discerning the main trends and trajectory 
of the successes and shortcomings of the ANC-led fifth administration in Gauteng. 

• The West Rand District, is one of the five development corridors of our Provincial Economic 
Development Plan. 

• The work in progress is to revitalise the economy of this region and accelerate social 
transformation and social cohesion. 

• In the inaugural State of the Province Address, there was a commitment that the provincial 
government will do much more work to revitalise the economies of the West Rand and 
Sedibeng and integrate these two districts into the metropolitan economy of the Gauteng Gity 
Region. 

• There are very promising projects currently underway with regard to township industrial hubs, 
agri-parks, human settlements, roads, renewable energy and social infrastructure. 

• 6500 houses are under construction in Westonaria Borwa, 9000 houses in Kokosi Ext 6 & 7, 1000 
houses in Mohlakeng Ext 11. The Suiferfontein mega project that will provide up to 40 000 units 
which has been launched by MEC Mashatile and Primier in June, under the auspices of the West 
Rand. 

• In addition, five private sector-led mega human settlements projects will start in April. Further 
progress will be announced on the new Lanseria new city development. 

• Upgrading of the N14 highway that links the Western Corridor and the Northern Corridor is 
completed. 

• Expansion of infrastructure at the Maropeng Cradle of Humankind World Heritage Site was 
completed to accommodate the increase in tourism numbers after the discovery of Homo 
Naledi. 

• The feasibility of a logistics hub on N12 between Rand-West and Merafong has been completed 
and work will begin in 2017. 

• The Province supports 178 small holder farmers through the farmer support and development 
initiatives. 
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• Establishment of the Westonaria hydroponic Agri-park (with the latest technology in farming); 
Merafong Flora Agri-park was completed and is now producing high quality products, which has 
led to an investment in Randfontein Isigayo Milling Plant. 

• The revitalisation of Industrial Parks in Khutsong, Mohlakeng (with ekasi Lab for youth start-up 
companies) and Chamdor. 

• The establishment of a bicycle manufacturing or assembling factory in Mohlakeng and the 
Busmark plant in Randfontein which manufactures and assembles buses for the BRT systems in 
metros, employing more than 2000 people. 

• The plan implemented during the Economic Summit on 2 February20i7; prioritises agriculture 
and agro-processing, mining and mineral beneficiation, capital equipment and machinery, 
tourism, retail and the township economy. 

• The Executive Mayor of Rand West and Premier have agreed that they will work together with 
these young people in partnership to build a new library in Mohlakeng which should be 
operational by the end of term in June 2019. 

• The rapid implementation of the new Provincial Economic Development Plan which has been 
embraced by all stakeholders will be the priority focus of Team Gauteng in partnership with 
municipalities and social partners. 

• The Gauteng Tourism Authority is doing a great job in promoting our province as a hub for 
business tourism, thus the growth has increased to total number of 41.4% in foreign tourist. 

• The number of township enterprises benefitting from public procurement policy has increased 
three fold from 800 in 2014 to more than 2 800 by January 2017. 

• A feasibility study on the expansion of the Gautrain and its full integration into the broader 
modern public transport system of our province has been completed. 

• More than 90 000 permanent jobs in private and public sector institutions have been facilitated. 

• More than 145 000 young people have been trained in skills that are in high demand in the labour 
market. More than 15 000 young people are now accredited entrepreneurs and are receiving 
support from the procurement processes and supplier development programmes from private 
sector and state-owned enterprises. 


STATE OF THE DISTRICT ADDRES: 17 March 2017 


The State of the District Address by West Rand District Municipality Executive Mayor, Alderman B.M 
Maneli highlighted the following key priorities: 

In repositioning the West Rand for the advancement of radical social and economic transformation, we 
thought it is important to have One Region, One Plan, One Action and One System. This will enable 
quality service delivery to the community and the people of the West Rand. 

In September 2016, we embraced our Term of Office by ensuring that the Political and Administrative 
leadership of the West Rand were aligned around a common purpose which saw expression in the 
definition of our West Rand Regional Five Year Plan aligned to the NDP and Gauteng Transformation, 
Modernisation and Re-Industrialisation (TMR). 

Indeed, this demonstrates our total commitment and support to the Gauteng City Region initiatives. 
Our aspiration is to address the fragmentation through standardisation and integration, and off course 
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resource management efficiency. It is our duty to discharge our leadership accountabilities with dignity, 
determination and distinction which is highly admired. 

The Political and Administrative leadership of the West Rand were aligned around a common purpose 
which saw expression in the definition of our West Rand Regional Five Year Plan aligned to the NDP and 
Gauteng Transformation, Modernisation and Re-Industrialisation (TMR). 14 regional outcomes were 
implemented which emanated from the West Rand regional plan. To enable effective delivery against 
the plan we have adopted a 100 day planning and monitoring cycle against the 14 outcomes. The 100 
days are administrated to radically transform the West Rand and build social cohesion. In our first 
hundred days we have managed to achieve the following: 

• Change Management Strategy developed; 

• Engagement with the Local Labour Forum; 

• Finalisation of Organisational Structures (Micro Structure) 

• Review and Re-structuring of the budget; and 

• Alignment of the Regional Plan 

This Regional Plan marked the point of destination which is defined against the achievement of 
Fourteen Outcomes across the West Rand comprising: 

Regional Outcome 1 - Basic Service Delivery Improvement; 

Regional Outcome 2 - Accountable Municipal Administration; 

Regional Outcome 3 - Skilled, Capacitated, Competent and Motivated Workforce; 

Regional Outcome 4 - Ethical Administration and Good Governance; 

Regional Outcome 5 - Safe Communities; 

Regional Outcome 6 - Educated Communities; 

Regional Outcome 7 - Healthy Communities; 

Regional Outcome 8 - Sustainable Environment; 

Regional Outcome 9 - Build Spatially Integrated Communities; 

Regional Outcome 10 - Socially Cohesive Communities; 

Regional Outcome 11 - Reduced Unemployment; 

Regional Outcome 12 - Economic Development; 

Regional Outcome 13 - Robust Financial Administration; and 
Regional Outcome 14 - Institutional Planning and Transformation 

REGIONAL OUTCOME 1 

Basic Service Delivery Improvement 

The Region has a rooted challenge around the state of aging infrastructure which inhibits its ability to 
effectively and timeously meet the demands and needs of its citizens. The current backlog status across 
basic service delivery areas is as follows: 

Water, Sanitation and Electricity 

All Informal Settlements are receiving potable water and some are serviced by Water Tankers. 
Electricity is not provided to Informal Settlements. There are approximately 4 050, 7 500 and 14 000 
households on the Indigent Registers in Merafong, Rand West and Mogale City Local Municipalities 
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respectively. These Households receive 6KI Basic Water, a maximum of 80 kilowatt hours of electricity 
and free Solid Waste removal per month. 

Funding is required to upgrade ageing electricity infrastructure and ensure firm supply to all areas. 
Amongst others, the Mogale Spruit substation and Transformer, Transmission Line between Factoria 
and Libertas Substations, etc. have been identified for upgrading. This will require an investment of 
around R 5, 1 billion. 

The Khutsong Area requires a new electricity sub’station. Various existing electricity infrastructure 
requires upgrading due to age and capacity restrictions, which is hampering development. Addressing 
these challenges requires an investment of around R 7, 2 billion. 

Funding is required to electrify Zenzelle informal settlement. The electrification of two room units at 
Mohlakeng Hostels and Mohlakeng Ext.11 is required. Upgrading of bulk electricity sub’stations in all 
areas is required. In addressing these challenges an investment of around R 6, 7 billion is required. 

With regards to basic service delivery a process is unfolding to assume a Water Services Authority which 
will enable a standardised billing system across the Region. In terms the strategy to address these 
issues, a holistic approach has been developed to deal with the aging infrastructure and the backlogs. 
The development of a Regional Infrastructure Master Plan will be a vehicle that will identify the low 
hanging projects and hot spot areas. This will enable us to have a consolidated picture around funding 
requirements and guidance around prioritisation of the capital and maintenance projects. 

In terms of the Rand West City Local Municipality, the total road network is 835 km in extent of which 
207 km are gravel roads. R675 million will be required to address backlogs over a period of five years 
(R135 million per annum). Current expenditure is R39 million per annum for the construction of new 
roads (MIC funding only). Within the current financial year an amount of R14 million is allocated to be 
spent on the maintenance of existing roads, however an amount of R30 million per annum is required 
to sufficiently address the backlogs described above. 

In the Region the bucket system of toilets have been eradicated. All Informal Settlements are receiving 
potable water, however, many are being serviced by Water Tankers. Electricity is not being provided to 
Informal Settlements. In Mogale City there are 120 informal settlements that receive tankered water. 
79 informal settlements are serviced by Chemical Toilets. In Merafong City there are 102 informal 
settlements that receive tankered water. 79 informal settlements are service by Chemical Toilets. 

In Rand West there are 6 informal settlements that receive tankered water. 5 informal settlements are 
service by Chemical Toilets. 

There are approximately 4 050, 7 500, and 14 000 households on the Indigent Registers in Merafong, 
Rand West and Mogale City Local Municipalities respectively. These Households receive 6KI Basic 
Water, a maximum of 80 kilowatt hours of electricity and free Solid Waste removal per month. 

At Mogale City, there is a lack of bulk infrastructure in Muldersdrift to meet developmental needs. An 
upgrade of the Water Reservoir and pump station in Munsieville Township is required. A new loMl/day 
Reservoir is needed to be constructed in Magaliesburg. Kagiso Township requires an upgrade of the 
existing bulk water, reservoirs and pump station to accommodate new housing developments. New 
Lindley Waste Water Treatment Works is required to facilitate development in the Lanseria Area. 
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Funding is required to upgrade ageing electricity infrastructure and ensure firm supply to all areas. 
Amongst others the Mogale Spruit substation and Transformer, Transmission Line between Factoria 
and Libertas Substations, etc. have been identified for upgrading.This will require an investment of 
around R 5, 1 billion. 

Merafong City: The Khutsong Reservoir and 900 mm diameter pipeline needs replacing due to sinkhole 
formation. The existing Welverdiend and Fochville Reservoirs needs to be upsized due to lack of storage 
capacity. Khutsong Ext 3 Outfall sewer line collapsed due to sinkhole formation and needs urgent 
replacing. Fochville and Creenspark Outfall sewer line is overloaded and requires upsizing. Various 
sewer reticulation lines need upsizing. 

The Khutsong Area requires a new electricity substation. Various existing electricity infrastructure 
requires upgrading due to age and capacity restrictions - this is hampering development. Addressing 
these challenges requires an investment of around R 7, 2 billion. 

In Rand West: Numerous Informal settlements do not have access to piped water. Water and Sewer 
Network upgrades are required due to ageing infrastructure. Network expansion and developments 
are being restricted due to insufficient storage capacity of reservoirs. New Zuurbekom Waste Water 
Treatment Works is required to facilitate development along the N12 Corridor Area. 

Funding is required to electrify Zenzele informal settlement. The electrification of two room units at 
Mohlakeng Hostels and Mohlakeng Ext. 11 is required. Upgrading of bulk electricity substations in all 
areas is required. In addressing these challenges an investment of around R 6, 7 billion is required. With 
regards to basic service delivery, the process of considering the commencement of a Water Services 
Authority is underway. This will enable a standardised billing system across the Region. 

In terms of strategy to addressing these issues; a more integrated and holistic approach to dealing with 
the issue of aging infrastructure and backlogs, has been adopted. A process to develop a Regional 
Infrastructure Master Plan to help us identify low hanging projects and hot spot areas has been 
implemented. This is to enable us to have a consolidated vision around funding requirements and 
guidance around prioritisation of the capital and maintenance projects. 

In terms of Roads and Storm water backlogs 

In Mogale City Local Municipality the road network is in extent of 1200 km of which 120 km are gravel 
road. There is a current backlog of 120 km cost by a lack of alternative funding and the inability to catch- 
up with new housing development. An amount of R540 million will be required to address the backlogs. 
Current expenditure is in the region of R 27 million per annum (MIC funding), however R108 million per 
annum will be required over a period of five years to address the backlog sufficiently. 

In terms of the Rand West City Local Municipality, the total road network is 835 km in extend of which 
207 km are gravel roads. R675 million will be required to address backlog over a period of five years 
(R135 million per annum). Current expenditure is R39 million per annum for the construction of new 
roads (MIC funding only). Within the current financial year an amount of R14 million is allocated to be 
spend on the maintenance of existing roads, however an amount of R30 million per annum is required 
to sufficiently address the backlog described above. 
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In Merafong City Local Municipality total road network is 1092 km in extent of which 385 km is 
gravel/unpaved roads. R375 million is required to address the backlog. Current expenditure is in the 
region of R25 - 30 million per annum (MIC funding only). The Roads Asset Management System Grant 
(RRAMS) project is currently unfolding, the project will enable improved data analysis around our road 
network and will assist with Investment decisions. Furthermore, a feasibility study on the possibility of 
an Airport to explore options around economic growth resulting from airfreight logistics activities is 
being undertaken. 

In collaboration with the Gauteng Infrastructure Financing Agency (GIFA), the current term of office 
has earmarked 8 Game Changer projects. The feasibility studies for some of these projects have been 
finalised whilst for others they are at the stage of having transactional advisors being appointed. 

1. West Rand Logistic Hub Project - has an estimated value of R600 million and will be located in Rand 
West This will be a regional cross-docking point where products arrive, are sorted and delivered, while 
reducing costs associated with transportation, storage and distribution of goods from producer to 
consumer. 

2. Lindley Waste Water Treatment Works has an estimated cost of R1.5 billion- and will be a 
collaboration between West Rand, Mogale and City of Johannesurg. 

3. Biogas to Energy Project has an estimated value of R16 million and will be in Randwest. 

4. Flip Human -Biogas to Energy has an estimated value of R19.2 million and will be in Mogale. 

5. Solar Farm in Merafong - Transactional Advisor has been Appointed- The Feasibility study will inform 
the project value. 

6. Bio Energy Park in Merafong - Transactional Advisor Appointed- The Feasibility study will inform the 
project value. 

7. Busmark - Bus Component Manufacturing will be in Randwest City- The Transactional Advisor has 
been appointed - Feasibility study will inform project value. 

8 . West Rand Mega Agri Park - Project is done in accordance with Sibanye Gold- Transactional Advisor 
Appointed- Feasibility study will inform project value. 

The project is in partnership and the process of entering into a collaborative agreement with Timbali 
Incubator for the establishment of an Agricultural Franchised Solution (Prototype Model for an 
Agropark) at Merafong Flora is unfolding and thereafter duplicate throughout the Region. Agri-Parks 
have proven to catalyse the regeneration of rural economies as they bolster urban linkages, promote 
the empowerment and participation of marginalised citizens and advance collaboration between 
numerous stakeholders in the formulation and implementation of rural development. Hence agriculture 
and agri processing will be fundamental to the re-industrialisation of the Region. 

The following projects have been earmarked to position the West Rand as a critical economic 
development player: 

• 1000 new Job Creation opportunities will be created with the West Rand Logistics hub 

• 150 new Jobs with Busmark 

• 40 new jobs with Gas to Energy Projects 

• 500 new jobs with West Rand Agri and Agro parks 

The projects will create in total 1690 jobs which are broken into 325 new management jobs, 570 New 
Operational Management jobs, 300 new Transport jobs, 215 new security jobs, 80 new ICT jobs, and 200 
jobs that fall within the category of Farmers/producers). 
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To maintain a school of active learners the Shova Kalula Bicycle Programme continues to supply learners 
with bicycles in order to address low cost mobility, health and access to economic opportunities, 
employment, skills and education. To date, the programme has supplied 4 498 learners with bicycles. 
For the current allocation schools in the Rand West City and Magaliesburg area have been identified as 
recipients of the programme. 10 Wheel chairs and assistive devices to People with Disabilities were 
donated on the Disability Day celebrations held on 25 November 2016 at Kokosi, in Merafong. 

Through Ntirhisano, an active citizenry has been sustained through the provision of service delivery. 
Less than 50 Ntirhisano War Room outreach Programmes have been hosted, where onsite services to 
more than 55 000 Community members have been provided. The Region is effectively coordinating all 
government departments to ensure that community queries and challenges are responded to within 5 
days. Just under 30 Outreach programmes reaching around 35 000 community members have been 
conducted. The West Rand Ntirhisano is regarded as the best outreach programme in the province. In 
line with the Disability Day a total number of 10 Wheel chairs and assistive devices were donated to 
people with Disabilities. 

REGIONAL OUTCOME 2 
Accountable Municipal Administration 

The results in effect, will be achieved at the community level impacted by the effectiveness, efficiency 
and transparent administrative accountability processes. Against this, the Executive Mayor entered and 
signed performance agreements with his Members of the Mayoral Committee (MMCs), in order to 
enable performance reporting and monitoring. 

REGIONAL OUTCOME 3: 

Skilled, Capacitated, Competent and Motivated Workforce 

The skills of the region range from medium to high. Vacancies and lack of specialised technical skills still 
remains a challenge. Attempts are being made to fill all senior Executive Positions overthe comingthree 
months. Currently a Shared Services Feasibility Study is been under taken, the outcome of which will 
enable us to define the approach and strategies to bridge the skills gaps and human capital challenges. 

REGIONAL OUTCOME 5 
Safe Communities 

The Region faces challenges around drug trade and drug abuse, human trafficking, prostitution, illegal 
firearms, illegal dumping and public indecency, violence against women and children and Illegal 
occupation of properties. In an effort to eradicate these criminal activities, various Joint Collaborative 
Partnership operations have been conducted between the WRDM, Mogale City and the Vaal Rand 
Directorate of Priority Crime Investigations (DPCI-SAPS). 

The Region has inherent geographical challenges which warrants maintenance of a focussed strategy 
on emergency and disaster management. To mitigate the inherent risks around these potential 
emergencies and disasters: 

a) Ten (10) fire and rescue vehicles at a cost of over R46million have been procured; 
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b) The establishment of fire houses/satellite fire stations at respective townships and rural areas have 
been prioritised, in order to: 

• Bring the services closer to the people and improve response times to distressed calls, 
iscussions are currently at an advanced stage to open another fire house/satellite station at 
Brandvlei. 

d) Merafong City has been declared as a localised State of Disaster to elevate its prominence around 
exposed potential disasters. 

e) The emergency Communications Centre (107) remains at the apex of Public Safety services, which 
enables efficient response to emergencies. The Emergency Communication Centre to date, has received 
a total of 11 663 incoming distressed calls. Over 382 incidents of which 188 were criminal activities have 
been captured by our Close Circuit Television System. 

The region strives to ensure a continued safe living environment, this will be achieved through: 

i) Embedding the Reservist Programme in line with the recent and future establishment of firehouses; 

ii) Improving on-scene management, particularly on complex rescue missions, this will be achieved 
through an incident command training provided to Senior Officers for all emergency services. These 
interventions have been planned in order to improve response time and the expansion of emergency 
services to preserve lives. 

iii) Reducing road accident fatalities and Multi Agency Festive Season Joint Operation programmes; 

iv) To Improve Merafong City into a safe and habitable environment, through accessing a 
disaster relief, rehabilitation and recovery grant. 

REGIONAL OUTCOME 7 
Healthy Communities 

Health statistics that confirm a satisfactory bill of health, this is achieved by: 

a) The Joint Planning and Working Relationships between the Department of Health and other 
departments such as Social Development, Agriculture etc. 

b) Maintenance of Blue Drop Status on drinking water. 

c) Inspections of food safety. A total number of 2 206 inspections have been conducted, of which 768 
inspections have been found to be compliant. This clearly demonstrates that additional progress is 
required in order to encourage safe food handling. 

d) Inspections of public institutions. 

• 60 public institutions inspected of which only 28 institutions have been found 
to be complaint. 

• 54 Funeral Parlours inspected in line with regulation No 363 of 2013 and 23 have 
been found to be compliant. 

• 320 Early Child hood Centres and inspected and 117 have been found to be 
compliant 

e) 583 learners in 5 schools have been educated on prevention of teenage pregnancy. In addition to the 
outcome. Furthermore 10 000 Matric students were visited in camps. 

f) 252 000 Door to Door campaigns have been conducted on HIV and Aids education and encouraged 
people to know their status. A partnership with Cold Fields has ensured delivery of a clinic in Thusanang 
Informal Settlement. Our plan is to reach 350 000 people and 90 000 households through the HIV door 
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to door education, we aim to encourage people to know their status and thus seek medical treatment 
and reduce mortality. 

g) The West Rand initiation schools received a CODEFSA award for best managed initiation schools in 
the country, as recognised by COCTA, and is responsible for '‘PROMOTION OF SAFE TRADITIONAL 
INITIATION The Region will continue to conduct inspections in order to promote healthier 
environments, safe food handing and safer portable water, promote safety of public and private 
premises. 

REGIONAL OUTCOME 8 
Sustainable development 

A Climate change strategy has been formulated to address environmental impacts such as higher 
temperatures/ changing rainfall patterns etc. Lack of funding to implement action mitigation plans, lack 
of rehabilitation of mining land, deterioration of the natural environment and acid mine drainage still 
remains a challenge. Environmental sustainability of the West Rand Region remains a priority and the 
protection of our scarce resources will assist in the rehabilitation of our environment which will result 
in a safe and healthy community. 500 indigenous trees have been planted across the West Rand Region 
and an additional 500 exotic trees in line with the Arbor Day celebrations which were held in Borwa 
Development, in Westonaria. 

The Climate Change Vulnerability Assessment and Response Plan has been developed through the Local 
Government Climate Change Support (LCCCS) program, with support from the Department of 
Environmental Affairs (DEA) and the Deutsche Gesellschaft fur Internationale (GIZ). The programme 
has managed to identify vulnerability indicators for the West Rand Region. In line with education and 
awareness on environmental issues, several clean-up and environmental campaigns have been 
conducted in order to keep the following West Rand communities clean: 

• Simunye; Zuurbekom; Mohlakeng; Toekomsrus; Khutsong; Glenharvie; and 
Waterworks 

The Region complies with ambient air quality standards, with the exception of Ozone which becomes 
exceeded from time to time. Furthermore, R 425 000 has been generated from with Atmospheric 
Emission Licensing, since the promulgation of the two pieces of legislation. 

REGIONAL OUTCOME 9 

Build Spatially Integrated communities 

A total of 913 units have been completed and allocated. A further housing allocation of 1478 over the 
next 3 months is anticipated. The allocations will be made in Kagiso Ext 12 - 55 units; Kagiso Ext 13 - 223 
units; Mohlakeng Ext - 10 units; Dr Sefularo - 190 units; and Kokosi - 1000 units. 

On Social Housing the project has been approved for implementation in Westonaria Borwa and shall 
comprise the development of 582 units, which is envisaged to be completed in the 1st and early 2nd 
Quarter of the 2018 / 2019 municipal financial year. 
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For the West Rand Eastern Region 

In Chief Mogale: 

• 725 housing units have already been developed, serviced and are occupied; 

• 9 275 units are still in different stages of development (Residential mix: 40% fully subsidized; 20% 
rental; 20% bonded; and 20% FLISP subsidy) 

In Kagiso Ext 13: 

• 500 units completed and allocated; 

• 300 - 500 additional housing projects planned, we envisage 750 - 1000 units for this project in 
total. 

In Leratong Witpoortjie 

• Phase 1 comprises of 500 housing units with all sites services approved but no development as 
yet. 

• Phase 2 is planned for 12 000 mixed income houses 

• The full envisaged range for this initiative is 17 000 mixed income houses and services. 

For the West Rand Southern Region 

• Westonaria Borwa: Implementation is in progress 

• Wagterskop: Implementation eminent ( Estimated 16 000 units) Over 100 000 square meters 
business opportunities and 70 h/a industrial development/ 

• Thusanang: No implementation (It is planned for 3 500 RDP Housing units and services. Mix of 
bonded houses) 

• Syferfontein: Pending implementation (high priority) Syferfontein development is planned as a 
mixed tenure and mixed density city with capacity for 60 000 residential units. The bulk of the 
development will comprise medium to higher density areas (40 units/hectare and higher). The 
development will be complemented with a comprehensive range of community facilities, retail, 
commercial, light industrial etc. 

For the South Western Region 

• Kokosi Ext 6: 3308 planned units of which 2 580 are freestanding and 728 walk-ups. 

• Kokosi Ext 7: A number of 7488 housing units are planned of which 2 328 units are freestanding 
and 5 162 are walk-ups. 

• Kokosi 7 is ready for implementation, Merafong City is currently planning to construct a 
reservoir that will serve Kokosi 6 and 7 with potable water. The WRDM is working closely with 
the municipality and province on this matter given that the district municipality needs to play a 
role in bulk services provision. 

For the West Rand Western Region 

• Droogeheuwel: Development is currently on hold due to ownership issues 

• Mohlakeng Ext 11: Currently under construction and 912 houses on the ground with 600 
connected to electricity grid. 

For the North Western Region 

• Khutsong Ext 1, 2, 4: Implementation in progress. Development has potential to integrate with 
Carletonville town and form a mixed use development 
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Mega Projects 

13 projects have been planned to be clustered into 5 nodes as stated above, and these will cater for 
more than 120 000 housing opportunities. These Mega Projects will be used as a vehicle in addressing 
the housing backlog and to aggressively transform the spatial patterns in Gauteng. 

Title Deeds Restoration 

The process has been coordinated at the municipal level in order to ensure that the housing 
beneficiaries have security of tenure and that they can use their houses as assets. On 25 March 2017 
title deeds covering the following areas will be issued: 

• Rietvallei proper, 1,2,3,55 

• Munsieville; 

• Kagiso 2; 

• Mohlakengand 

• Westonaria Borwa 

On Land Use Planning 

Merafong City LM has already promulgated its by-laws in November 2016 and Mogale City LM and Rand 
West City LM will follow suit in March 2017. It is also envisaged that a Municipal Planning Tribunal for 
entire District will be established during the 2016/17 financial year and that efforts for the preparation 
of Integrated Land Use Management Systems throughout the region will assist in establishing a regional 
development approach. As part of the restructuring zones in each town in the municipalities, two sites 
are identified to pilot mixed housing starting in the 2017/2018. 

REGIONAL OUTCOME 10 
Socially Cohesive Communities 

Building socially cohesive communities occupies centre stage in terms of our priorities. This is achieved 
through promotion of Social Cohesion initiatives through Sports, Arts and Culture and our hosting of 
the Co West Festivities. 

Through the Co - West Heritage Festival Local Suppliers have benefitted to the tune of around R3.7 
million and attendance has reached the 10 000 mark. The Region has promoted Social Cohesion through 
the Kasi Carnes, which were positively impacted by a mass participation programme hosted in 
Toekomsrus as a build up to the Kasi Carnes during the festive season. Through Ntirhisano an 
approximate number of 6 social cohesion games targeting areas like Khutsong, Kokosi, Zenzele, Ext 
2&3 Rietvallei, Joe Slovo informal and Vukuzisetshe / Mphahlwa in Eastdriefontein where hosted though 
Ntirhisano. Two Combi courts were handed to Phahama Senior Secondary School in Mohlakeng and 
Toekomsrus Stadium. These Combi courts can each accommodate six sporting Codes. A total number 
of 8 sporting activities and events were held, in order to maintain the momentum of integrating 
communities through sports and art. 
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Educated Communities and Reduced Employment 
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The District matric results have demonstrated an outstanding solid 91, 2%, the best performing District 
in the whole of Gauteng. A large number of our schools have obtained 100% pass rate in matric last year, 
including the township schools through the excellent work done by the leadership of the district led by 
Mr Oupa Koapeng, Acting District Director, the principals, educators, learners, labour, parents, SGBs 
and all stakeholders. In the West Rand District Municipality the youth employment has been prioritised, 
by introducing positions that should be occupied by the youth across all departments. This is done 
within the constraints of the budget. 

Skills development is aligned to the development priorities and proposed Disaster Management 
Training Academy. An amount of R100 000 has been availed to support students to register for their 
tertiary education across the various disciplines; this was made possible through a partnership between 
Messrs, Anglo Gold Ashanti, Gold Fields, Mintails, Sibanye Gold and Busmark. 

15 green jobs have been created in environmental sustainability through the EPWP program and 30 
more jobs on tree planting and parks maintenance. 54 permanent jobs were created thorough Farmer 
Production support units of Bekkerdal, Merafong and Tarlton. In addition to the outcome assistance 
was facilitated to Yeyethu Tshekela from Kagiso 2, a young writer for the publishing of her inspirational 
book titled “You are so close” for an amount of Rio, 723. 

46 Learnership opportunities were provided to beneficiaries in Mogale, Randwest and Merafong In line 
with the Working Gauteng Tourism. 20 NYS (National Youth Service) learners have been supported 
through BJNP Renal Services sponsorship to enrol to train as Ancillary Nurses at Ghamdor training 
centre over a 12 month period. 180 NYS will commence with work on 01 April 2017. The Tshepo 500 000 
and NYDA programmes were developed to target unemployed youth with grade 12+ in order to 
empower them with life skills and entrepreneurial development, as a result 150 youth trained in Kokosi. 
Boitumelo Komane from Kroomdraai and Pogiso Pule from Sterkfonteein were assisted with R59 700 
in order to obtain their degrees, which had been withheld due to outstanding fees. On-going training is 
provided to school pupils on the prevention of teenage pregnancy. 

Plans to bridge unemployment comprise: 

• The establishment of Regional EPWP Office to coordinate EPWP initiatives within the region 

• Collaborative agreement with Timbali to convert Merafong Flora into an Agricultural production 
unit to increase job opportunities within agricultural sector 

• Transport Logistics Hub along N12 which will enable creation of 1 000 jobs 

• Moll entered into with Busmark will to assist in establishing a manufacturing outlet for SMME’s. 
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REGIONAL OUTCOME 12 
Economic Development 

Economic Development represents one of our critical pillars to enable us to achieve repositioning of the 
West Rand and to create sustainable growth. Our high focus areas comprises: 

a) The Revitalisation of our Township economy 

b) Supporting growth of SMME’s and Corporatives 

c) Investment in alternative industries (Manufacturing/agriculture) to address the declining 
Mining activities 

d) Promotion of tourism 

e) Revitalisation of the West Rand Development Agency and to use it as a vehicle to attract 
Investment opportunities 

Our strategy to achieve this is by re-engineering the economic profile of the West Rand to focus on 
agriculture/manufacturing and tourism. Establishment of Transport Logistics Hub and the declaration 
of Special Economic Zone along the N12 will open up the accessibility of the West Rand and will facilitate 
mobility as well as economic opportunities. 

On 24 November 2016, the region hosted a successful launch in the Bekkersdal Agri-Park where more 
than 300 emerging farmers attended. Food security and reducing the cost of doing business for 
emerging farmers remains a priority - against this, at least 20 emerging farmers were assisted with land 
for ploughing and 468 hectares have been cultivated to date. Furthermore, over 75 emerging farmers 
have been provided with agriculture mechanisation such as tractors, tractor drawn-trailers and 
agricultural equipment which includes rippers, ploughs, planters, disc harrows, sledges and row 
cultivators. 

Continuous support is provided to SMMEs to gain entry into markets. To date, co-operatives were 
supported with sewing machines and production inputs, to enable them to increase their production 
capacity. No cases have been reported in the West Rand of the Army Wire Pest, monitoring is on-going 
in order to keep the matter under control. In contributing to rural industrialization 110 jobs through the 
construction of the Isigayo milling plant. 

Ekasi Hub has been established to assist township entrepreneurs with incubation programmes. 30 
enterprises in the construction input value chain have capacitated. Technical training and development 
of 300 beneficiaries in the identified community have been accredited. 30 graduating enterprises have 
been integrated in the supply chain of market leading construction input companies. 

In addition to the outcome, jointly with Tshepo 500 000 and NYDA a programme was developed which 
targets unemployed youth with grade 12+. The programme empowers unemployed youth with life skills 
and entrepreneurial development. Already 150 Youth in Kokosi have been trained. 

In February 2017, the region held its West Rand Economic Summit in Merafong Local Municipality, where 
over 400 delegates attended. The summit was aimed at identifying opportunities and strategies to 
revitalise the West Rand economy through re-industrialisation. The Gauteng Province plans to spend 
around R42 Billion. On infrastructure development to support the implementation of the GCR economic 
strategy whilst advancing the cause of black people, youth and women to enable them to become key 
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economic players. The West Rand District Municipality is actively involved to obtain a share of this 
investment to enable us to realise the implementation of the West Rand freight and logistic hub and 
the Came Changer projects. 

Moving forward, 22 emerging farmers will be supported with mechanisation while 6 emerging farmers 
will be trained on tractor driving. 6 emerging hospitality owners will be exposed to internal markets 
through the Tourism Indaba including the facilitation of the Tourism awards in order to recognise 
excellence in the hospitality and tourism industry. 

will enter into a 3 year lease agreement with SMMEs on the re-utilisation of the plastic recycling factory, 
this project will provide employment opportunities for at least 20 people, the application for job fund 
will be formalised for partial financing of the prototype farming model at Merafong Flora (Concept of 
Agri-Park: tunnels and intensified agricultural farming, this will be achieved through the collaborative 
agreement with Timbali and will benefit the Merafong community). 

REGIONAL OUTCOME 13 
Robust Financial Administration 

Severe financial constraints have been ongoing in the Region. The subject of Financial Management 
presents one of our critical challenges and hence is receiving our highest attention. The region operates 
a budget of R 3.4 Billion with R1.3 billion being money appropriated through government grants and 
subsidies. The Region is currently operating at an annual income statement deficit of R245 million. The 
major contribution of this deficit is from Merafong City with an amount of R226 million deficit. In terms 
of Controls the Region has improved during the 2015/16 audit period. All municipalities in the region 
achieved an unqualified audit report status, with the District reporting and maintaining an unqualified 
report status for the past 11 years. This is testimony to the District’s continued implementation of robust 
financial policies and procedures. 

The financial opportunities lie in the District’s ability to expedite the implementation of the restored 
powers and functions; centralisation of all Local Economic Development unit within the WRDA and also 
fast track the implementation of recommendations from the Shared Services Feasibility study which is 
planned for completion in May 2017. The Region has ensured a focused approach on improving our 
internal controls, against this there is a continuation of unqualified audit opinions from the Office of the 
Auditor General of South Africa. 

Furthermore, the regional audit opinions for the 2015/16 financial year have improved significantly. The 
Rand West Local Municipality (former Westonaria and Randfontein Local Municipalities) has improved 
from adverse audit opinion in the previous 2014/15 financial year. The agency (West Rand Development 
Agency) has also been consistent for the last two financial years in obtaining unqualified audit opinion. 
Implementation of the Municipal Standard Chart of Accounts (MSCOA) is on track and we are 
monitored on a monthly basis and there is a level of confidence that effective from the 1 st of July 2017, 
the District would be compliant. 
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The Regional Plan serves as a Directive to what the Current Leadership has signed up for and hold the 
Accountability to deliver over the next five years. Achievement of this Plan is contingent upon the 
robustness of Institutional Structures, Governance processes all supported by an engaged and 
committed workforce. 

Various processes have been embarked upon to create the delivery model and vehicle to enable 
achievement of our Five Year Plan. To name a few: 

• The embedding of the new Functions and Powers. This can only be successful through high level 
teamwork and collaboration between the District and the Constituent local Municipalities, 

• The Implementation of the Performance Management Framework and System to enable 
seamless planning, reporting and evaluation of the Five Year regional Plan 

• The Completion of the Shared Services Feasibility Study and the speedy implementation of its 
recommendations 

• Embedding of key Stakeholder Joint Initiatives 

• Improving our Communication with the Launch of our new eCOMM system 

In line with institutional transformation, in 2016, the Demarcation Board passed a resolution to adopt a 
phased approach towards the creation of a single municipality for the West Rand. Phase 1 of the process 
comprised the merging of Westonaria Local Municipality and Randfontein Local Municipality into Rand 
West City Local Municipality with the amalgamation of the remaining Municipalities remaining as a 
Vision for 2021. 

In December 2016, the Functions and Powers were restored to the West Rand District Municipality in 
line with the Municipal Structures’ Act 117 of 1998, Section 84 and in support of the Vision above, the 
West Rand Regional Strategic Planning Session was held with the objective of addressing gaps to 
alignment, to enable delivery of the Regional Plan, Outcomes and to obtain recommendations around 
the implementation of the new functions and powers. 

The Strategic Planning Session was held in February of this year at the Carletonville Civic Centre with 
the Executive Mayors, MMC’s, Chief Whips, Municipal Managers, HOD’s, Managers from the West Rand 
Constituent Municipalities and Stakeholder Representatives from CoCTA, SALGA, Provincial Treasury 
and WRDA in attendance, including other National and Provincial Government Departments. This 
resembled a defining moment in the Region as it enabled alignment to a common purpose. The session 
was contextualised against the importance of the Constituent Municipalities working together towards 
a common goal and this highlighted that the achievement of One Metro status should be something 
that is earned, resulting from joint successes across the Region. 

The workshop was launched with an aspiration of the future against the concept of iR, IP, lA, iS (One- 
Region, One-Plan, One Action, One-system) which is intended to serve as one common unifying 
message which must guide Regional Planning, Regional Commitment, Regional Delivery and Regional 
Monitoring against the Regional Plan. 
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The Regional Plan has presented an opportunity to optimise effectiveness and efficiency across all 
municipal functions, through a shared services approach. Work has already commenced in this regard, 
a service provider has been appointed to complete a Feasibility Study over the next three (3) months. 
The modern world of work is constantly changing and transforming, which requires public servants to 
explore alternative service models in order to remain relevant and keep up with community needs and 
expectations. Against this, the Region has ventured into two (2) strategic partnerships: 

A Strategic partnership with Messrs Timbali has been enforced for the implementation of a turn-around 
strategy for Merafong whereby an Agricultural Franchised Solution (Prototype Model for an Agri-Park) 
will be introduced. Timbali provides market access via global gap pack houses to clustered small holder 
farmers to enable small holder farmers to compete with high-volume large-scale agri-businesses. The 
prototype concept was pioneered in the cut-flower industry 8 years ago and has been successfully 
duplicated with vegetables. 

The Timbali model is robust. The model can be applied in three different versions depending on the 
amount of resources funders have available, what the requirement and available resources of the 
beneficiaries are and the situation of the geographical environment. Model A is an intensive agri-park 
incubation as suggested for Merafong agri-park where a prototype model is developed that could be 
duplicated as model B and C land where farmers own their own land or have land tenure. 

Strategic partnership with Messrs IBM Pro-bono sophisticated consulting services that intersect 
business, technology and society are provided to the municipality in order to address projects that will 
benefit the community i.e. small businesses, educational institutions and non-profit organisations. 
Consulting services provided range from business consulting and skills development to help improve 
local conditions and foster job creation. This initiative commenced in Turkey in 2009 and has since 
expanded to encompass 12 countries: Turkey, China, Egypt, Kenya, Tanzania, Mexico, UAE, Ethiopia, 
Angola, South Africa, Morocco, and Rwanda. To date, IBM has deployed a team in South Africa that will 
work closely with the municipality, the team will be leaving South Africa end of March 2017. 

In line with strengthening intergovernmental relations, the Region has for the first time concretely 
concluded an approach where the WRDM is in the Centre for interaction with Mining blouses. The effect 
of this has led to Mining Houses agreeing on using the IDP to inform their SLP’s. As a result they have 
postponed the SLP December submission in order to link it with the IDP. Discussions are not only about 
labour recruitment and project handouts, but about partnership which will open up the procurement 
process of mines to our people and leveraging on the assets to unlock economic activities, social closure 
beyond mining. 

On Building institution and administrative capabilities the appointment of the Municipal Manager was 
completed swiftly and the letter of concurrence from the MEC has been received. The filling of vacant 
posts for the Senior Management positions has been prioritised and will be concluded in 3 months. 

In line with broadband expansion the Gauteng Broadband Network (CBN) core has been installed, 
which is hosted in the WRDM and is the gateway for the entire West Rand Region broadband 
connectivity. The fibre infrastructure is on the ground which will deliver converged services (e.g. video, 
voice, and data) to all municipal offices, schools, libraries and provincial government departments. 
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The physical fibre and microwave connection has been completed and we are currently working on the 
architectural design to link up all municipal offices including libraries, schools, clinics, MHS, EMS and 
WRDA to use a single point of entry for accessing the internet. The architectural design phase should 
be completed by end of March 2017. The West Rand Development Agency has been used as a vehicle to 
enable economic growth and transformation within the Region. To this end, a re-engineering strategy 
and the recruitment of a new Board have finalised. 

In line with our predetermined objectives, our non-financial performance, we have achieved 89, 2% 
against our target, a variation of 10,8%. This exemplifies a clear demonstration that complies with the 
predetermined objectives for the 2016/17 financial year. Effective and timeous Communication 
represents an important contribution to improved intuitional morale and organisational efficiencies. 
The launch of the new eCOMM system at the WRDM will enable effective and efficient communication 
process across different functions. The plan is to roll out the system across the Constituent 
Municipalities at the end of April of this year.

Western Development Corridor 

The Western Development Corridor is anchored around the West Rand area for the creation of new industries, new 
economic nodes and new cities. The focus is on green and blue economy initiatives, tourism, agro-processing and logistics 
with Lanseria Airport and Maropeng World Heritage site as main anchors of the new city, inclusion of communities that were 
previously excluded from services and facilities, functionally linking main growth centres and creating a more consolidated 
settlement structure to allow for cost effective and sustainable provision of infrastructure. 


Over the 2017 MTEF, a budget of R127.6 million is allocated towards projects to be implemented within the Western 
Development corridor. Of the allocated budget, R2 million is allocated for the rehabilitation and refurbishment of existing 
facilities, R89 million is allocated for the provision of new infrastructure and R36.6 million is allocated for the maintenance and 
repair programme. In 2017/18 financial year, a budget of R127.6 million is allocated and the key projects to be implemented 
within this corridor include construction of new Greenspark and Khutsong South clinics which are both anticipated to be 
completed within the 2017/18 financial year.

1. STRATEGIC OVERVIEW OF INFRASTRUCTURE PROGRAMME 

The purpose of the Programme is to provide education infrastructure to support the teaching and learning process in all 
public schools in the province. In terms of chapter 9 of the National Development Plan (NDP), education infrastructure is 
mooted as one of the key points in improving education. 

Over the 2017 MTEF, a budget of R313.5 million is allocated towards projects to be implemented within the Western 
Development corridor. Of the allocated budget, R188.8 million is allocated for the provision of new infrastructure assets, 
R77.5 million is allocated for rehabilitation and refurbishment projects and R47.2 million is allocated for upgrades and 
additions programme. 

The key projects to be implemented within this corridor include 2 smart schools at construction stage in line with the 
department's strategic priorities relating to e-learning.

1. STRATEGIC OVERVIEW OF INFRASTRUCTURE PROGRAMME 

The infrastructure programme of the department is guided by the following departmental strategic priorities: 

• To provide a balanced and equitable road network; and 

• To plan, regulate and facilitate the provision of public and freight transport services. 

In 2016/17 financial year, a budget of R2.3 billion was allocated and adjusted downwards to R1.8 billion. The downwards 
adjustment of R509 million was mainly because of the delays in the appointment of contractors which were expected to be 
finalised in the fourth Quarter (Q4) of 2016/17 financial year. The revised estimated expenditure of R1.7 billion points to a 
potential under expenditure due to poor performance by the contractors and purchasing of land which is influenced by the 
time it takes to reach the agreement between the department and the land owners. Below are key projects that have been 
completed thus far in 2016/17 financial year. 

• Kagiso Driver Licence Testing Centre: The construction of the new facility was completed in June 2016. 

• P158/2 (N14) and P39/1: The scope of the project entailed the rehabilitation and reconstruction of 62.83 km on the 
P158/2 from Diepsloot to Hendriek Potgieter intersection.

Over the 2017 MTEF, a budget of R74.3 million is allocated towards projects to be implemented within the Western 
Development corridor. Of the allocated budget, R37.8 million is allocated for the provision of new infrastructure and R36.4 
million is allocated for the re-gravelling of existing roads. In 2017/18 financial year, a budget of R16.1 million is allocated for 
the construction of the traffic control centre (weighbridge).

PURPOSE 

To submit 2017 / 2018 budget to Council for consideration. 

LEGISLATIVE BACKGROUND 

Section 24 of Municipal finance management Act, 2003 states that the municipal council 
must at least 30 days before the start of the budget year consider approval of the annual 
budget. 

(2) An annual budget — 

(a) Must be approved before the start of the budget year; 

(b) Is approved by the adoption by the council of a resolution referred to in section 
V( 3 )(a)(i); and 

(c) Must be approved together with the adoption of resolutions as may be necessary — 

(i) Imposing any municipal tax for the budget year; 

(ii) Setting any municipal tariffs for the budget year; 

(iii) Approving measurable performance objectives for revenue from each source and for 
each vote in the budget; 

(iv) Approving any changes to the municipality’s integrated development plan; and 

(v) Approving any changes to the municipality’s budget-related policies. 

(3) The accounting officer of a municipality must submit the approved annual budget to the 
National Treasury and the relevant provincial treasury. 


Section 17 of M FM A further states that 

(1) An annual budget of a municipality must be a schedule in the prescribed format — 

(a) Setting out realistically anticipated revenue for the budget year from each revenue 
source; 

(b) Appropriating expenditure for the budget year under the different votes of the 
municipality; 

(c) Setting out indicative revenue per revenue source and projected expenditure by vote for 
the two financial years following the budget year; 
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(d) Setting out — 

(i) Estimated revenue and expenditure by vote for the current year; and

MMC FINANCE REPORT 

In preparing this budget, the input of all communities and stakeholders in the West Rand 
District were consulted as required by chapter 5 of the local government Municipal Systems 
Act. Strategic alignment of West Rand IDP with National Development Plan, provincial 
strategic objectives as well as the District vision guided us in the allocation of our available 
resources to achieve our goals in reducing poverty, unemployment and inequality within our 
region. The total proposed medium term revenue is therefore R533 million. 

West Rand District Municipality received a conditional grant amounting to Ri million through 
the Division of Revenue Act from the Department of Public works to create sustainable work 
opportunities for people in our region. 

West Rand District Municipality achieved an improved consolidated audit opinion in the 2015/ 
2016 financial year. I must commend the Municipal manager, Chief financial officers, officials 
and councilors for their hard work to achieve this. 

A major challenge facing our municipality is financial sustainability to be encountered in 2017/ 
2018 financial year due to budget cuts validated by the 2017 budget speech delivered in 
February 2017. 

I am proud to announce and confirm that the municipality is at the verge concerning the 
implementation of the Municipal Standard Chart of Accounts (mSCOA) and thus will be live 
effective from 1 July 2017 in order to comply with mSCOA regulations. West Rand District 
Municipality is amongst all Municipalities which the data strings for draft budget went 
through successfully in the Local government database. Therefore the final budget tabled to 
Council is mSCOA compliant. 

Indeed, Madam Speaker, The Strong District Governance is a dream and a reality we await in 
anticipation prior to the West Rand Metropolitan status of local government. 
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In the coming financial year the Province will be focusing on the following projects to develop 
West Rand: 

• Human settlements: 6500 houses are under construction in Westonaria Borwa, 9000 
houses in Kokosi Ext 6 & 7, 1000 houses in Mohlakeng Ext 11. The Syferfontein mega 
project that will provide up to 40 000 units is finally being launched by MEC Mashatile 
and I in June, under the auspices of the West Rand. In addition, five private sector-led 
mega human settlements projects will start in April. Further progress will be 
announced on the new Lanseria new city development. 

• Roads and Logistics: Upgrading of the N14 highway that links the Western Corridor 
and the Northern Corridor is completed. 

• Tourism: Expansion of infrastructure at the Maropeng Cradle of Humankind World 
Heritage Site was completed to accommodate the increase in tourism numbers after 
the discovery of Homo Naledi. We are expecting many more scientific discoveries to 
be announced by team of paleo-scientists this year and next year and this will increase 
the flow of local and foreign visitors to Maropeng. 

• The feasibility of a logistics hub on N12 between Rand-West and Merafong has been 
completed and work will begin in 2017. 

• Agriculture and agro-processing: We are supporting 178 small holder farmers through 
our farmer support and development initiatives. 

• Establishment of the Westonaria hydroponic Agri-park (with the latest technology in 
farming); Merafong Flora Agri-park was completed and is now producing high quality 
products, including tomato, cucumber and green pepper; investment in Isigayo Milling 
Plant in Randfontein. 

• Industrialisation and re-industrialisation: Revitalisation of Industrial Parks in 
Khutsong, Mohlakeng (with ekasi Lab for youth start-up companies) and Chamdor. 

• Establishment of a bicycle manufacturing or assembling factory in Mohlakeng and 
the Busmark plant in Randfontein which manufactures and assembles buses for the 
BRT systems in metros, employing more than 2000 people. 

In addition to the above, The West Rand District Municipality, in collaboration with the CIFA 
initiated an integrated project development workshop (19 February 2016) to take stock of the 
“GAME-CHANGER” infrastructure projects in the area. As a result of that engagement and 
ongoing collaboration the following infrastructure projects will be facilitated for immediate 
implementation in the 201718 financial year. 

• West Rand Logistics hub on the Protea Industrial Park West, Ext 1 and 2 with an 
estimated project value of R 600 million. 

• Conduct the following feasibility studies :- 
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o Lindley Waste Water Treatment Plant - The plant will service all of the areas in 
the Mogale City Local municipality not currently serviced, including the areas 
currently serviced by Driefontein 

o Rand West Waste Water Treatment Works - conversion of biogas into energy, 
o Mogale City (Flip Human) Waste Water Treatment Works - conversion of 
biogas into energy. 

o Solar farm clusters in Merafong City 
o Bioenergy Park in Merafong City 
o West Rand Mega Agri Park

BUDGET ALLOCATIONS PER MSCOA 


The primary objective of mSCOA is to achieve an acceptable level of uniformity and quality 
from the collection of data. The data is then used to compile both budgets and financial 
statements. Budgets and financial transactions are captured in the system using seven 
segments code. All municipalities and municipal entities must comply by 1 July 2017. 

The reasons for National treasury to introduce mSCOA at local government are as follows: 

• Inconsistencies in financial classifications by municipalities 

• Poor data integrity (validity, accuracy and completeness of municipal data was in most 
cases questionable); and 
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• Irregular submission of reports to regulatory bodies 

The municipality has to comply with mSCOA regulations and as a result equitable share has to 
be apportioned for all departments to fund the operations

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The municipality has presented a balanced budget with a difficult task to source alternative 
ways of raising additional revenue with the aim of servicing the needs of the community and 
provide regional support to our local municipalities through a strong district governance. The 
municipality is still dealing with firefighting, municipal health services and disaster 
management functions as unfunded mandates. Presently these two functions are operated 
at a deficit since the functions were centralized at the district and it appears that funds did 
not follow the functions. Revenue is still included in the local municipalities’ equitable shares. 
It was confirmed by National government that the equitable share portion of municipal health 
and firefighting services will be redirected to the District 2018/2018 fiscal period. 

As the implementation of a Council resolution on a draft budget, management considered 
sourcing out alternative sources of revenue to be able to fund a deficit. 


The municipality is also looking to optimize its savings by committing to the following: 

• Reducing catering at official functions and meetings 

• Heeding the guidelines of National Treasury Circulars number 83 

• Reducing overtime 

• Non filling of vacant positions pending implementation of migration policy. Only 
applicable from Level 3 downwards. 

The application of sound financial management principles for the compilation of the 
Municipality’s financial plan is essential and critical to ensure that the municipality remains 
financially viable and that services are provided sustainably, economically and equitably to all 
communities. It is our view that the 2017/2018 financial year should be approached with 
realism and a tightening fiscal discipline and we believe that we should guard against 
unrealistic demands and concentrate on our key role of uplifting our communities in the West 
Rand Region as a whole. 

The Municipality’s business and service delivery priorities were again reviewed as part of this 
year’s planning and budget process. The municipality strives to deliver sustainable services to 
its community without overburdening the consumers with excessive service fees with the key 
priority of government this year being a “back to basics “approach. 

In addressing the key considerations contained in National Treasury’s MFMA Circular 85 & 

86, the following are highlighted in the budget: 

• Tariff increases were kept as low as possible to ensure affordability thereof, whilst 
keeping in mind the cost of delivering services of a high quality. 

• The municipality recognizes the importance of cash reserves and thereof strives to 
maintain a current ratio of not lower than 2:1 (Current assets: Current liabilities)
